Dwarf apple trees are propagated on 
what are called Doiicin roots,-Dowln 
Irecs being dwarf In habit of growth, 
and wlicii the ordinary Varieties of ap- 
ples tire budded or grafted on Doufin 
roois Ihe fejulilng irers are of medium 
slie. 


The Advantage of using dwarf trees 


Is that many different varieties of ap-. 
pies may he grown on a.small piece of 
ground. - The trees are small so they 
can he easily primed and 
sprayed. 


Dwarf apple trees may be planted H 
feet apart each way, and should they 
make such vigorous growth that the 
limbs touch across this 14-foot space, 
Ihey should be kept primed back so 
as not to crowd.
